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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


A corres ponde nt wrote to us last week in disappr wal of the proposal of our 
Transat! intic brethren to erect a statue of the late Sir Moses Montefiore in the 
Central Park, New York. There can be no question that the project is unortho- 
dox. Probably this fact would not weigh greatly with our New York core- 
ligionists ; but it would be well for them to remember that the man whose 
memory they propose to honour was above everything a conservative Jew, and 
chat nothing would have. displeased him more than the idea of giving him a 
statue. It 1s true that he is no more ; but whenever a fitting mode of showing 
mass ration to the dead is under discussion every method is 


usually dismissed 
which would have certainly been repugnant to their feelings. 


At the same time it may not be inopportune to mention that with regard to 
such questions customn and prejudice have carried us far beyond the point: indi- 
cat d by the Second Commandment. The second paragraph of the Decalogue 
clearly forbids the making of graven images for purposes of worship only, But 
the existing prohibitions imposed by law or custom are much more stringent, and 
have a far wider bearing. Thus, as we have said, the erection of a statue to a 


‘ worthy Israelite is unorthodox, although no idolatrous ideas may in the remotest 


degree be associated with the act. Then, again, representations of living crea- 
tures are carefully excluded from the decorations of a synagogzue—a nstom 
which has been a fertile source of embarrassment to many an architect. Finally, 
strict Jews even to-day object to statuary in their houses, and hesitate to be 
photographed. Of course, such stringent notions are bound to exhibit anomalies. 
While only floral and geometrical designs, for example, are tolerated in the 
architecture of a synagogue, mantles and bells and breastplates for Scrolls of 
the Law, which are embellished with representations, even in relief, of animals, 
are used without scruple. It is not dificult to trace the‘ causes which led to the 
enlargement of the scope of the Second Commandment. The Bible contains 
more than one instance of a once harmless emblem coming in course of time to 
be worshipped as an idol. The brazen serpent made by Moses is an example, 
It was with the picture of such deplorable incidents in their minds that the pious 
Israelites of antiquity resolved to taboo every representation of animal life, 
however innocent its primary intent. The horror of such representations reached 
its culminating point during the.period immediately subsequent to the Babylonian 
Captivity, when zeal for the Law gen rally was at its height. According to 
Josephus, the orthodox party in Jerusalem could not tolerate even the likenesses 
of the Emperor which were displayed on the Roman standards. 


In reference to a recent article in our columns on Judaism and Christianity, 
in which we remarked that “4 religion that lays stress on abstract thought as 
necessary for salvation must inevitably regard heresy as the chief sin, and per- 
secution follows as a natural corollary,” the Chris iaa Life, a Unitarian journal, 
observes that the description, thongh it holds good of Trinitarian Christianity, 
does not apply to Unitarianism. 


* Certainly our religion,” says our contempo- 
rary, 


‘does lay immense stress on the importance of a man’s belief considered 
as a factor in the formation of character. But neither Christ nor bis Apostles 
ever spoke of right opinions as an indispensable condition of salvation, or of 
heresy as sin. On the contrary, they taught that conduct, not belief, constituted 
We must frankly confess that we cannot agree with this statement. 
Unless the plain meaning of the New Testament is to be ignored, belief must be 
considered as indispensable, from the Christian point of view, to salvation. That 
heresy was regarded even by Jesus as something approaching sin is to be inferred 
from his displeasure when certain of his disciples wavered in their faith in hin, 
The importance he attached to mere belicf unaccompanied by works comes out 
clearly enough on several occasions when he performs miracles for personages, 
otherwise undeserving, who have won his approval merely because they have 
manifested a strong faith in his power. Throughout the whole of the New 
Testament, indeed, conduct is kept very much in the background, and the whole 
stress of praise is laid on faith. |

The Chistiuon Life goes on to complain that Unitarians do not obtain their 
fair share of attention at the hands of Jews. “Jewish journalists and Jewish 
preachers ignore us as completely as if they had never heard either of us or our 
teachings.”” We are greatly surprised at this statement. Jews in general, and 
the Jewish Chronicle in particular, have never ignored Unitarianism. It is by 
far too interesting a system for that. Judaism bids us look forward to a gradual 
simplification of creeds, which will one day bring all men in harmony with the 
Jew in respect of belief in the Divine Unity ; and to us, therefore, Unitarian- 
ism is interesting as an important step towards the realisation of this idea. We 
are no less astonished to learn from the Christan Life that Unitarians consider 
themselves charged with a mission to convert the Jews to their way of thinking. 
“ Jews,” we are told, “ never can by any possibility be converted to Trinitarian 
Christianity, but they may one day be converted to Unitarian Christianity.” We 
have always thought that Unitarians, like sensible people, allowed their Trini- 
tarian brethren a monopoly of the conversion business. We regret to find that 
we are mistaken. Since Unitarians and Jews are agreed on the one main point 


as to the Oneness of the Deity, would it not be well to let them agree to differ 
on the remaining points ? 


If Unitarians imagine that Jews will ever be induced 
to place Jesus higher than Moses, and to regard the Gospels as teaching a lofticr 


and more practical religion than the Pentatcuch, the sooncr they are undeceived

A series of very interesting articles has been runting through the last half- 
dozen numbers of Noles and Queries. The writer succeeds in showing that 
many of the improved translations adopted by the Revisers of the Old Testa- 
ment are simply reversions to an older translation than that of 1611 (the Autho- 
rised Version). In particular, Matthew's Bible (1557) is claimed asthe source of 
many of the latest emendations.

Upon this the 
Nuncio replied: “I do not think so, for it is a tradition at the Vatican never to 
entrust our money to Catholic banks, but always to Jewish oankers.’’ Whether 
the incident be apocryphal or true, it will be remembered that the house of 
Rothschild owes its rise and subsequent pre itness to th } integrity of its founder 
in dealing with tLe large amount entrusted to him by the Elector of Messe,

After having undergone extensive alterations, the Bayswater Syauzogue 
will be re-opened for Divine Service on Friday evening, September 4th, when

calleries in place of 70 inferior seats removed, The synagogue has been extended 
laterally by 6ft. Gin. each side, so affording an additional row of seats and a gang- 
way on cach side of ground-floor and gallery, and an extra two inches of spac: 
for each of the old seats, which were rather cramped. The elevation next 
Chichester Place has been increased in height and greatly unproved by the addi- 
tion of a new porch. Windows filled with stained glass have been introduced 
into the clerestory. ‘lhe rake of the side galleries has been se altered that occu- 
pants of every seat, even the lindermost,-can see the Preacher and the leader. 
The Ark has been reconstructed, a large: chancel with handsome domed. roof 
having been buiit in front of the Ark, and at the sides of this chancel the 
choristers are seated, partly concealed by a handsome screen. The pulpit, which 
formerly was placed at the side of the Ark, is now placed in front of the steps 
leading to the chancel. The Almerar has been reduced in size, consequent on 
the relegation of the choir to the chancel, and the space so gained has been filled 
with three rows of free seats. The floor of the nave between the warden’s pew 
and the chancel has been paved with Belgian marble, and the floor of the chancel 
with white marble (the gift of Mrs. Halfon, in memory of her father, the late Mr. 
L..M. Rothschild). The old features of the Ark have been maintained, but the 
tympanum over it has been filled with marble tablets containing the Decalogue, 
surrounded by Italian mosaic work of beautiful design. Several minor improve- 
ments have been effected to increase the comfort of the congregants, and the baild 


ing may be now regarded as one of the most commmodious of our places of worship. 
The cost of the alterations has exceeded £4,300, towards which the Council voted 
£2,250, the balance being raised by a collection among the members. Now that 
the extension hi iS been completed there cun be no reasonable doubt that muc. ot 
the opposition against it was baseless, and the ovjections greatly exaggerated, 
The proportions of the building hive been preserved, and, if anything, Its appear- 
ance has been Its it pr ypertics, about which SO ‘hh lear Was 
expressed, have been tested already, and the result shows that these Tears were 
also groundless. Un the whole, the alteration may be pronounced a complete 
SUCCESS. 


BaAGpAp.—An é¢meute, that might have had fatal consequences, occurred 
some time ago at the tomb of the Prophet Ezekiel, at a few hours d stance 
from Bagdad. About four thousand Jews had assembled at the tomb for thei 
annual pilgrimage, when a quarrel arose between one of their number and an 
Arab woman dealing in butter, The quarrel was taken up by the coreligionists of 
the disputants, and a regular battle ensued. An official, who interfered, was roughly 
handled, out peace was restored through the intervention of leading members of the 
Jewish community,—The Sultan of Tarkey has promoted Dr. Angel Effendi, a young 
Jewish doctor of Constantinople, to the rauk of Colonel, and has appointed him 
doctor to the garrison in Bagdad, 

CHRISTCHURCH, NEw ZEALAND. On June 23rd, a concert was held at the 
Theatre Roya', Christchurch, New Zealand, in aid of the funds of the; Christchurch

The object of setting up * Christian Jewish” workshops is. plain. It effects 
a double aim. It gives employment and material. assistance to the © inquirer,’ 
and at the same time, by the aid of extraneous charitable funds, it enables the 
conversionist workshops to undersell Jewish tailors, who will be obliged to 
reduce their Jewish staff, and these will be forced to apply to the conversionist 
It is the meanest perversion of facts to say that “ hopeful cases”’ are inany way 
boycotted by their Jewish brethren. As a matter of fact, the temptations thrown 
out by conversionists often encourage needy Jews to extort further aid from 
their coreligionists, on the threat that they will “ go to the conversionists.” Even 
though the threat is ignored, the fact that it is used shows the moral degradation 
that is directly fostered by the conduct of the “ soul savers.” 


The circular is unusually explicit in explaining the objects of its issuers, 
Hitherto, the authorities of Palestine Place have, for very slime, pretended that 
no material assistance is utilized in order to procure conversion. But the motto 
adopted in this case (Rom. xv. 27) openly recognises that “inquirers’’ should be 
assisted “in carnal things.’ This is what we complainof. We protest that it is 
degrading both to giver and recipient to offer charity on condition of taking some 
steps towards a change of creed. It indicates alow ideal of religious duty and 
it necessarily tends to lower the ideal in others. Those who give their money 
for the continuance of this sort of tampering with religion are equally responsible 
for it, if they are aware of the manner in which their money is being used. It 
is because we think it right that the well-meaning persons who contribute funds 
to save the souls of Jews should know that their money is spent in a way best 
calculated to bring about the moral degradation not alone of those Jews who are

THE IDEAL IN JUDAISM. 


Tue belief that the Jew has nothing to hope for or to live for, apart from 
mere material success, is not uncommon either among Christians or among 
Jews themselves, In a spiritual sense it is thought that “ our bones are 
dried, and our hope is lost.” The idea of the Middle Ages that Isnazt 15 
doomed to perdition here and hereafter by reason of his unbelief finds its 
modern counterpart in the notion that his ereed has room for no aspirations 
save those which are connected with the lower phases of this earthly life. 
About this time last year certain writers took it into their heads to sum UP 
Judaism as a system of pure self-seeking, and to reduce Jewish duty to the 
formula : ‘thou shalt get on in the world.” That not utterly extinct species 
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the English Judwophob, had ‘fa good time,” to borrow a Transatlantic 
shrase, though it was short; and great was the joy of the enemy over the 
latest exposure of Jewish materialism. But, apart from this, there are some 
rally worthy people who deny that Judaism has any ideals. The Jew, they 
cay, has either already given up, or is fast giving up, his belief in a 
The facetious reply, either true or apocryphal, of one of the 
Paris Rorascuiips tothe inquiry concerning the post he would prefer when 
terael should, politically, have his own again, is repeatedly quoted to give 
voint to many a contention of the sort. “The Jew has lost all hope of 
‘turning to Palestine,” it is urged, “indeed, he would not return if he 
sould. He will help his poverty-stricken brothers to settle there ; but, as 
tor himself, he prefers Europe. 


Restoration. 


Nay, more, he is fast ceasing to believe in 
a Messiah, The sharp and clear conviction on this subject which once 
| minated the Jewish heart has at length been replaced hy a nebulous idea 
about a golden age which, by some process of evolution, shall naturally 
result from th» world’s movement along the path of progress.” Israel, it is 
has henceforth no idea to work for, Once he had distinctive doe- 
trines to vindicate, and impress upon mankind, But with the evaporation 
of these beliefs all need to assert them before the gaze of the world has passed 
away, The Jew is now merely a passive witness to the Divine Unity, not 
the soldier of the Lory, impelled to strike by iis enthusiasm for the creat 
cause he has embraced. He has cut himself adrift from the characteristic 
beliefs of his race, and will soon be hidden from view by the ocean-mists of 
 Deism. 

We are not concerned at present to inquire into the truth of these 
statements—statements which are as familiar on Jewish as on Christian 
lips. It is enough to point out that, even apart from’ dogma, the Israelite 
can find in his religion: sufficiently strong impulses to noble thoughts and 
lofty deeds. Even if Judaism were, doctrinally, a mere system of negations 
—which it is not—it would still be powerful enough to lift men ahove their 
profits and their pleasures into regions of the most exalted aspiration and 
endeavour. It needs but a very slight acquaintance with the Pentateuch to 
The Mosaic Code lays but little stress on belief.

And yet, despite 
these characteristics which, in the eyes of some theologians, would make a 
religion hopelessly imperfect, what system embraces nobler and withal more 
practical conceptions of duty than that of the Pentateuch ? Was ever ideal 
more beautiful presented to men than that which is expressed in the com- 
mand: “Ye shall be holy ; for I; the Lonp, your Gop, am holy”? ere 
purity of life is recommended as the trae object of human effort ; and the 
duty of seeking after it is enforced not by references to the material blessings 
which will result from its attainment, but by the suggestion of the Holiness 
of the Aumicuty Himself; The Divine Character is to be the model by 
which men are to shape their own lives—the far-off peak of perfection which. 
though utterly beyond human compass, may yet serve to perfect hu- 
manity by attracting it upwards. Does any religion embody a more glorious 
conception? The ideal Cunist is often lauded as a splendid object of imita- 
tion, and Judaism is accused of lacking such a guide and incentive to a noble 
life. But, without laying stress on the fact, patent to every attentive reader 
of the Gospels, that the ideal Curist is not the Jesus of history, it is clear 
that Duty cannot possibly have assigned to it a loftier standard than that 
which is to be found in the Divine Excellence. If Gop is the fount of Good- 
hess, therecan be no higher goodness than that which approximates to His, But 
bold as was the Mosaic eoncéption of Man’s duty and moral capacity, it was 
eminently practical. The Israelites were familiarized with the idea that the 
Divine Presence was ever in their midst, and that every sin was a source of 
pollution which tended to render the community unfit to have among it so 
clorious an inhabitant. When, then, they were enjoined to be holy, for Gop 
was holy, they were taught to seek after that purity of life which alone 
contd make them worthy of almost visible fellowship with the Supreme. 


This grand maxim of the Pentateuch has lost none of its foree since it 
Was first promulgated. It constitutes as fully the rule of life for the modern 
Jew as it did for his ancestors in the remote past. Righteousness, scrupu- 
lous purity of conduct, nobility both in thought and in deed, are ideals 
Which he may seek to realise, with his eyes fixed on the Source of all Purity 
‘0 whom holiness will bring him near in moral likeness and in spiritual eom- 
munion, * Ye shall be holy, for I, the Lorn, your Gop, am holy,” is a pre- 
cept which the Israelite may well strain every nerve to obey, both for the 
good of his own soul anJ for the sake of the mission he may perform towards 
the world, For whatever is thought about the place which Isnaru is 
destined to occupy among men as the teacher of theological truth, there can 
* O question as to the possibility of his taking rank among the forces that 
are slowly building up the moral progress of humanity. If every Jew would 
hake it a point of honour, regard it as a duty confided to him by the tradi- 
ions of his race, to lead the most exalted life that is possible for him, the

Mr. Harry Jacxson.—This well-known comedian died on Thursday evening, 
the 15th, at his residence, 45, Great Russell Street, after a very brief illness. at the 
age of 49. On Wednesday evening he hal performed in the “ World” at the Pavilion 
Theatre, where he had accepted a temporary engagement, and during the following 
evening he died. His real name was Henry Jacobson, his father having been the 
late Mr. Samuel Jacobson, who for many years resided in Newcastle-on-Tyne, Atan 
early age he left England for Australia, where he adopted the stage as his profes- 
sion, and both at the Antipodes and in America he had a successful career as an 
actor. Returning to this country about 15 years ago, he subsequently settled in 
London, where he appeared at the Gaiety Theatre and later on at the Princess 
Theatre, of which he became stage manager. During recent years he held the same 
post at the Drury Lane Theatre, where he chiefly impersonated Jewish characters in 
modern melodramas. These impersonations, in some of which Jews were held up to 
ridicule and contempt, in no way were characteristic of his feelings towards his 
coreligioniste. He was the first among leading London actors to give his services to 
the Jewish Working Men's Club, an example which has since been followed by other 
still more eminent artists. One of the best traits in his charactor was his generosity 
towards less fortunate brother actors. Although he had held aloof from the Jewish 
“OMMaDIty, he was always possessed by the desire to be buried among his own pene 
pa lo this feeling he gave expression two years ago to his relative, Mr, Henry I. 
‘Yon. prior to undergoing an operation. aud he made the same request on the night 

fore his death to Mr. Isaac Cohen. of the Pavilion Theatre. to whom he cave a 
anna] memento, on condition that his wish shoud be fulfilled. At the inquest held 
ou T uesday, it waz elicited from the évidence of several friends that Mr. Jackson had 
YF some time suffered from indigestion and sleeplessness, to relieve which he was in 
the habit of taking morphia.

THE JEWS IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
CONSTANTINOPLE, JULY, 1885, 
Your readers will certainly reecive with creat pleasure the announcement of 
the distinction which the Spanish Government has conferred on our coreligionist 
Daoud Effendi Molcho, First Translator‘ of the Imperial Divan. To the numerous 


foreign decorations which already glitter on his breast must now be added the 


Cordon of Grand Officer of the Order of Isabella the Catholic. and we are truly 
honoured by this distinction on the part of King Alphonso’s Government, 

We cannot but applaud the excellent and happy disposition of his Most Christian 
Majesty towards the Jewish element, and the Spanish nation may be proud of 
having been able, under the rule of a wise monarch, to efface the great blot which 
disfigured their history in the 15th century. I may’ remark here that the first 
movemcnut of generosity and sympathy manifested by King Alphonso towards the 
Jews was aroused by the harrowing details with which he was furnished by the 
then Spanish Ambaesador in Constantinople, respecting the situation of the Jewish 
fugitives from Russian persecution. Itis agreeable now to sce a representative of 
Spain saggest to hisGovernment the idea of appointing,as a Grand Officer of the 
Order of Isabella the Catholic, a descendant of those vi ry Jcws who had been 
shamefully hunted out of Spanish territory. In this fact we have not alone a proof 
of progress, but the ecleares' testimony of the old attachment of the Spaniards 
towards the Jews who formerly inhabited their country. Daoud Effendi Molcho is 
a personage who is highly esteemed by his Government and by all those whe are in 
close relation with him, Practical evidence of this fact may be seen from the 
manner in which foreign governments have recognised his services, so that he is the 
possessor of fifteen decorations, mostly foreign. Daoud Effendi, who is one of the 
most distingui h d Inembers of the Sephardim community, Was one of the earliest 
pupils educated in the Jewish school—then the only one in this city—-which wags 
due to the initiative of the late Albert Cohn. and is now maintained by the 
Camondo family. In this school were educated those other. members of

Whilst Lam speaking of the results achieve] by the first Jewish school estab- 
lished in our midst, it will not be amiss to say a few words regarding the actual con.

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NOTE ON THE JEWISH POPULATION OF ROUMANIA. 
[BY JOSEPH JACORS, B.A. ] 

Great exaggeration used to be indulged in by the enemies of the Jews in 
Roumania concerning their numbers, which were often put as high as half-a 
million. M. Loeb, in his excellent work, Za Situation des [sraélites en Turquie, 
1877. has shown by two inde py ndent Investigations that the true number in 1371 was 
about 265,000, though this number, as we shall see, was probably somewhat too 
high. Foiled in this charge, the Jew-haters resort to another, and found their 
treatment of Jews as “aliens” on the alleged fact that most Roumiunian Jews 
are not born in that country, but have emigrated from Russia. I am enabled, 
by the official statistics of the Roumanian Government, to disprove this 
charge at any rate for the past fifteen years. The following tigures give the 
“movement of the Jewish population of Roumania from 1870 to 1880 and are 
taken from the suecessive numbers of the Stetistiia din Romania: Misearea 
Popu issued by the Statistic il’ Bure iu of Ducharest

Any one acquainted with statistice will see that these figures are tolerably 
normal anddo not display such leaps and bounds upwards as would result: from 
any extcnsive immigration. The births, as a rule, follow the rise or fall of the 
marriages of the preceding year, and though there is a general increase in the 
decade this can be attributed to the normal increase of population. It Is also 
probable that the registration of births in the earlier years was more inperfect 
than it isat present. It is, however, especially the rubric “ Deaths ” which con 
cerns us here: If there had been a large immigration from Russia during the 
decade the deaths must have gone np considerably, whereas, as a matter of fact, 
they have declined, pointing to a large emigration. For merely by excess of 
births over deaths there would have been an increase of 27,774 sculs during th: 
ten years, who would have contributed more than 500: to the annual death-roll. 
The fact that the mortality remains practically the same in [R80 as in 1870 seems 
to show that these 30.000 Jews have been removed by emigration. I mi iy add 
that the results are given separately for towns and country, and from these I 
calculate that while 185 of the general population dwell in cities, no less tlian 
iH per cent of Roumanian Jews are town-dwellers. 

As regards the present Jewish population of Roumania a tolerably close 
estimate can be obtained from the above figures, supplemented by other details 
from Bucharest in 1878, given in JL’rimarea crasulut Bucaresci: in onul 
Sv. At that date the Jews of the Roumanian capital numbered 20,749 
out of a total population of 200495 (over 10 per cent), and had 609° births 
and 444 deaths, giving birth-rate 208 and: a death-rate of 21°4. 
As the dcath-rate in capitals is higher and the birth-rate lower than for the coun- 
try in general, we may take ZO and S2-as normal rates. for Roumanian Jews. 
Apply ing a birth-rate of 52 to the ave rage numb rof births for the. three years, 
1X7R-SO, we get a population of 257,000 and at a death-rate of 
the average ceaths, 5,169 indicate a population of 258,000, a sufliciently close 
approximation to the former result. We may, therefore, take 260,000 as the 
maximum for 1580. The whole pepulation at the lust census was 5,376,000, so 
that Jews form only 4.85 per cent of the population. M. Obedenare, who cal u 
lated the numpers for VM.

Now of these quarter ofa million Jews how many have been born in) Reu- 
mania 2° Taking 8,000 for the average births of the past four years, we know that 
Ixntween D870 and L885 more than 122,000 Jewish ehildren have been born in 
Roumania, and of these probably 00,0900 survive. These are among the “ aliens,” 
for whom the Roumanian Legishiture is passing restrictive laws. And until 
some stronger evidence than mere assertion. is brought forward it is probable that 
the vast majority of the remaining two-thirds of the Jews in Roumunia have 
been born and bred on Roumaunian soil. 


AUSTRIA HUNGARY. 


Anton Brimann, alii * De. Justus,” the notorious anti-Semitic author, who 
was lately sentenced to two months’ Imprisonment at Vienna for forgery, has 
attempted to commit suicide. He all ges as the motive for the deed the ingrati- 
tude he has experienced at the hands of Professor Rokling, of Prague (whose 
action for libel against Rabbi Dr. Bloch, member of the Austrian Parliament, 
is to be heard in November), whom le coached in his anti-Semitic writings. The 
High Court at Vienna has rejected Brimann's appeal against his conviction, and 
has confirmed the original sentence. 

The tortuous course of Hungarian justice has been illustrated in the case of 
two Jews, named Lax and Mendelowitsch, who had been accused of the mnarder 
of a magistrate at Barta. The accusation was mainly based on the fact that the 
murdered man, Johann HWosda, was a Jew-hater, and that therefore only Jews could 
have ifs isspmate d At tlie tri if wis clearly sc er that several witnesses 
for the prosecution had perjured themselves. The Court at Marmaras-Sziget, 
taking this circumstance, as well as the ground of the indictment. into consider- 
ation, acquitted the prisoners. In aceordance with Ifungarian law, the case came 
before the “ Royal Table“. at. Buda-P% sth, which confirmed the acquittal, But 
the Court of Highest Instance, the Curia, upset the verdict, and sentenced the 
two men to twelve years’ unprisonment, The prisoners thereupon appealed for 
anew trial, which was granted, but the tribunal at Marmaras-Sziget found them 
guilty und sentence d them to the same teri of luprisonment as had been ordered 
by the Curia, On the 2ith ult. the ” toyal Table” confirmed the sentence. 
Phe CHSC will again have to come before the Curia, and the only hope left to the 
prisoners ts that this tribunal may contradict itself,as the two others had pre- 
viously done, and may thus quash the conviction.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA,

After a long interval of silence, the Jewish Commission under the presidenc 
of Count Pahlen. hos avain made itself heard, to the effect that it will resume ite mY 
tings on the 15th of September, strengthened through the additions of the Senator, 
Vordwinow,. Polawzew, and Kowaleweky. Whatever results the Commission 


arrive at, it is high time that its labours were ended. Fundamentally, these likeon 
need not be of so extensive a nature, if the Commission would but admit to itsele 


that the Jews, after all are human beings, and that the Russian Jews, who have to 
pay heavier taxes than the other inhabitants of the'country are Ruesian citizens 
and lay claim to the same rights as are enjoyed by their fellow subjects of anothe, 
creed. These are stubborn facts which all the sophistry in the world cannot | 
plain away. But if these facts are not admitted, then much remains to be done 
especially when those who are blind to the truth wrap themselves in the toga 
of State prudence and justice. Should this be the case with the Com. 
mission on the Jewish Question, then their task will indeed be no light one. and 
Giod alone knows when it will be completed. Under such cricumstances jt will be 
no difficult matter te guess thé tendency which the decisions of the Commiasion wi) 
assume. But be this as it may, it is to be desired that the Commission shal! come 
to aspeedy result, either one way or the other, for then we shall know where wa 
are, and no longer be exposed to the arbitrariness of anti-Semitic or simply greedy 
administrative officials, whereby the anti-Semitic propaganda becomes more and 
more powerful, and the condition of the Jews in Russia is made more and more

uutearable, 

Such a situation can seareely be acceptable to those who are placed high ig 
power. The fact that the Emperor of Russia and his sons contributed 31,000 roubles 
towards the relief of the sufferers by the disastrous conflagration at Grodnceey hich 
is regarded by-the anti-Semitic press, with the .Voreje Wremja at its head, asa 
purely Jewish event, since five-sixths of the victims are Jews —is proof enough that 
our enlightened Sovereign was in earnest when he said to a Jewish deputation 
which waited on him soon after his accession to the throne, that all his subjects 
were equally dear to him, As regards our Minister of the Interior, the Senate. and 
the Admini-tration of Justice, we have no reason to complain. They are obliged to 
take the law as it stauds, and as it is often very indistinct, especially when Jews 
are concerned, local officials are apt to strain it to the disadvantage of the latter, 


At Krolewez (in the Government of Tschernigew) it does not please the Burgo- 
master that the Jewish members of the Municipal Council conscientiously 
fulfil their duties and assiduously attend the sittings of that body, while 
the Christian members distinguish themselves in a contrary sense, The Burgo- 
master sees hereina great danger for the Christian character of the town confided t? 
his care, and in this emergency he applied tothe Governor for advice, The instrac- 
tions which he received from his superior were to the following effect. The Chris. 
tian members of the Municipal Council should. be impressed with the necessity of 
more strictly carrying out the duties which their position imposed upon them 
Should, however, this admonition prove ineffectual, then the Jewish members mast 
be made to understand that, in the event of theirforming more than one-third of the 
Councillors present atany sitting, those who are in excess of this number will have 
to leave the meeting room. The Jews would haveto determine amon¢ st themselves, 
either by ballot-or otherwise, whoare the members to be thrown overboard, in euch 
an event as that deseribed above. The object of this course of action is obvious; 
it is nothing less than that of depriving the Jews of any influence inthe Muar 
cipal Government of the town. That such instructions as those given to the Bargo- 
master find no place in the Codex, matters little to officials in their interpretation of 
the law when Jews are affected. The Governor of Bessarabia has also shown this 
but too plainlyin a long circular which he addressed to his subordinates, and in 
which he laid down the order that Roumanian Jews are under no consideration to b? 
allowed to settle in Russia, a prohibition which is no more sanctioned by the law 
than it is against Jewish subjects of any other country. If I were to relate all the 
incidents of this nature which have come under my notice, I should have to oceup 
many pages of your valuable paper. But what would be the use? Oar local offi; 
cials do not consider themselves to be bound by the law when the arbitrary power 
with which they are invested allow them to inflict injury upona Jew. 

The Scrja mentions another occurrence of this description. The etory ng 
one. Briefly told it comes to this, that a Jew, a French subject who settled in Kief 
in 1872, and became a merchant of the First Guild, prior to opening a business. has 
had his right of domicile threatened on so many ocasions, that in despair he has 
embraced the Christian faith. Events such as these which compromise Russia more, 
than they o;press the Jews, would cease if the report published in several new 
papers be true that Count Pahlen’s Commission will decide to allow Jews %& settle 
under certain restrictions, in every. part of the Empire, There is evidently se 
truth in the report, especially if we take into account the latest outburst of wre 
on the part of the Vereje Wremja, which is usually beside itself with rage W henever 
there is a prospect of improvement iu the condition of the Russian Jews.

Inspiration, A Clerical Symposium, Jarnes Nisbet and Co, London, 1884, 1008. 


The papers on Inspiration which appeared some time ago in the LMomitletic 
Magazine are here collected and published in a separate form. Among the con- 
tribators is Mr. Israel Abrahams, M.A., who gives a luminous account of the 
views of the Rabbins on the subject under discussion. Mr. Abrahams labours 
under the disadvantage which everyone must experience who attempts to expound 
Talmudic opinion upon any topic. For almost every view expressed in the Tal- 
mud, another and an opposite one nay be quoted from its own pages, The 
divergence of opinion that characterised the Rabbins is notorious : and, indeed, 
had it not been for that divergence there would have been no Talmud. 
Abrahams’s main thesis is that, according to the Rabbins. the whole of the Bible 
was the Word of God ; but equally inspired were the oral traditions which sup- 
plemented and elucidat: d the Written Word. Tradition alone could determine 
which were the canonical books ; but, while all those books were inspired, various 
opinions might be held with regard to their authorship. Thus while some of 
the Rabbins believed that Moses wrote the concluding words of Deuteronomy, 
others attributed them to Joshua. The question whiy, if the oral traditions were 
inspired, they were not incorporated in the Scriptures, Mr. Abrahams answers in 
the words of Joseph Albo.; “If the inspired interpretation of the Written Law 
had been itself committed to writing, the same difliculty of explanation would 
meet us in the case of the interpretation as had rendered the latter n cessary for 
the elucidation of the written text.’ This is actually what did happen when an 
attempt Was made, in the al) ipe of the Mishnah. to write down the oral tradi- 
tions. A huge edifice of commentaries and super-commentaries was the result. 
“ Perhaps,’ cautiously adds Mr. Abrahams, “not the whole of the Mishnah was 
considered as inspired ;"’ but he aflirms that Dr. Schiller-Szinessy is certainly 
not representing the Rabbinical view when lie asserts in the Encyclopedia Brit- 
tunica that “ there are but few cases to be found in the Mishnah which would 
critically come under the denomination ef HMalukhah le-Musheh mis-Sina:.” 
We may leave Mr. Abrahams and Dr. Schiller-Szinessy to fight the matter out 
between themselves. Each combatant will have his partisans. The traditional 
explanation of the Written Law, continues Mr. Abrahams, was regulated by 
certain principles ; but “there is some uncertainty as to the number and charac- 
ter of - these principles.” When they were applied for the elucidation 
of the Scriptural text “it would scem, not that the tinal result was a part of the 
inspired tradition, but that, while the method of obtaining the result was inspired, 
that result itself was only arrived at by means of the discussion that had pre- 
ceded.’’ In some cases, however, this is doubtful. “We frequently meet in 
the Talmud with the caution that no man was to «pply certain, at least, of these 
logical methods to obtain results which were not contirmed by distinct tradition.” 
To which it may cogently be objected that if the tradition were alre uly in exist- 
ence what was the use of the logical methods, and, on the-other hand, if the 
logical methods were needed, what became of the notion of tradition? But Mr. 
Abrahams, after all, is not so much concerned to establish the consistency of the 
Rabbins as to give an erposé of their views. He deals in a few words with 
modern Jewish opinion, or rather discrepancy of opinion, on the subject. 
“Strange as it may seem, Jews enjoy a very wide latitude in the views which 
they hold on what appear the most essential points of the faith, the reason for 
this being the absence of any authoritative and universally approved creed.” 
But the absence of such a creed is the result of the conflict of opinion on matters 
of belief which prevailed among the Rabbins themselves. If the Talmud had 
laid down a clear and definite formula of necessary belief on the question of 
Inspiration there would: have been less looseness of opinion on that question 
among modern Jews. Their inability or aversion to take such a step was a happy 
circumstance for Judaisin. 


NEW MUSIC, 


Life's Journey, Song. By D,M. Davis. (CE. Ascherberg and Co.) 
When Resesare in Bloom, art Song. By D, M. Davis. (London Music Publish- 
ing Company, 3d.) 

These two compositions afford a striking contrast. Looking at the first strain 
of the song, we immediately fell into a warm commendation of the skill, ingenuity. 
and taste, therein displayed by Mr. Davis. But we experienced a sensation of sur- 
prise and regret when we discovered that that able young musician had chosen to 
turn aside into a tasteless valse refrain, already worn too threadbare, instead of con- 
clading his song with the same excellent workmasship with which he had com- 
menced it. 

In the other piece, his charming glee, Mr. Davis is more true to himself than in 
the preceding song, and consequently appears to far greater advantage, An expres- 
sive melody, careful and effective harmony, and withal great simplicity, distinguish 
this little composition. The change to the minor, with its characteristic harmonies, 
is effectively scored, as is the imitatory coda. The pleasing part song altogether 
well meritsa place in the home reperioire of glecs, 


Tell Her, 8erenad>, by M, A. Kingston. (CE. Ascherberz and Co.) 

This song is characterised by a dreamy, tender melody, well suitel to the 
thoughts expressed in ‘a “ Serenade.”’ The acompaniment is skilfully worked in 
imitation of the tones of alute. A song so simple, and yet so charming as is this, 
will always gain warm commendation when sympathetically rendered, : 


Cinderella, by E. HARRADEN. (E, Ascherberg and Co.)

The Angel's Whisper, Ballad, by EvGene Arror. (CE. Ascherberg and Co.) 

Samuel Lover's well known verses thusentitled, have frequently received musi- 
cal setting, but rarely has their spirit been so well reproduced as this composition, 
The working out is dramatic, but a striving after a Hibernian tone has led the 
Writer very nearly into platitudes, while exception must also be takea to the 
somewhat wild frequency of modulation herein displayed, The accompaniment is 
excellent, following a far higher model than is usual amongst songs of this class, 


Atalanta, Gavotte and Musette, by Mabe Bourne. (E. Ascherberg and Co.) 


_ A very skilfully worked composition, in admirable form, The melody and part 
writing of the Gavotte are of a high order, and the working out of the themes is 
exceedingly beautiful. The Musette is very characteristic and very clever. The 
changes of key and the discords on the drone possess much quaintness and originality |

This little work contains a comprehensive collection of the good things scat" iS 
tered over the many pages.of the Talinudical and Rabbinical writings. A few of ° 
the aphorisins are familiar enough ; but the majority will, we think, be new to ; 
moet readers. The following are excellent xampl of the multuim pareto: 4 
“ Avarice is poverty’; “ Royalty is slavery’; “ Patience ia the might of the : 
powerless"; “The king's valet is king’; “Slander leaves half its sting.”’ 
There is muck worldly wisdom in such injunctions as these :—“If you havea J 
secret to tell go into the fields !"; “Don't rely on a miracle in the hour of 
danger” ; “ Don't tell your friend what you wouldn't tell your enemy.” The 
book, of course, abounds in praises of Knowledge : “If vouhave gained know- 
ledge what do you lack ; if you lack knowledge what have you gained.” But 
the truth is recognised that there is no tinality in learning: “ To increase know- 
ledge ia to increase pain ; forthe more one learns the more one feels the necessity 
of learning.” *‘ A man is wise as long as he seeks after wisdom ; when he thinks 
he has gained it he is wise no longer.” “ Study is the best medicine.” According 
to another adage “ Wine is the best medicine.” But the Rabbinical writings are 
full of real contradictions. They alternately praise and disparage woman ; medi- 
cine is subjected to the same inconsistent treatment. M. Weill appears to prefer 
those sayings on such topics which accord with his own views. If so, he isa bis 
of acynic. Thus he quotes the aphorism: “The best of doctors deserve hell,” 
and the cognate maxim: “ Don't live in a town where a doctor is the leading 
man.’ [ut as a matter of fact the Rabbins were fond of the study of medicine, 
and the Talmud contains many an excellent prescription. So, too, M. Weill cites 
the following adverse verdicts om the fair sex: “The most educated woman is 
superstitious '”’ “ When asses shall mount a ladder, wisdom will be found among 
women.’ It is fair, however, to mention that he does in this case represent the 
other side : “ Everything can be replaced except the woman one has loved in 
youth.” “If your wife be little, bend down to her and speak gently to her:” 
“Every man,” says a Rabbin, “* has the wife he deserves.” “ Marry a girl that 
blushes,” is the advice of another: “ The best of horses needs a bridle ; the best 
of women a husband ; the best of men a friend.” |
